state of Quebec, we think he would suggest a 
national day of mourning, father than one of 
celebration, 


His Scottish thrift would undoubtedly or- 
dain that there are already too many holidays, 
that Canadians might be more happy with 
their lot if they were more intent on working 
toward the better life rather than looking to 
the welfare state to provide it with an abso- 
lute minimum of labor. 


In an era when we we commercialize 
Christmas, mother, father, even the cat lovers 
of America, Sir John A. might turn over in his 
grave at the thought his name was being used 
simply to provide another “day” in our al- 
ready cluttered calendar. Mr. Macquarrie un- 
doubtedly is sincere in his move to honor the 
father of confederation, But until Canadians 
from sea to sea honor confederation, we 
think Sir John A. would see this as but an 
empty gesture, His dream of a united nation 
was founded on mutual trust and co-opera- 
tive effort between the two ethnic groups that 
made up the Canada of a century ago. 


Sir John A. Macdonald would gladly dis- 
pense with. a special day honoring him, we 
believe. He would much prefer to see the poli- 
ticians of today intent on working toward the 
Canadian nation he spent halfa century striv- 
ing to mould, 


If our leaders: today were of his mould, 
Canada might approach its centennial year 
with something real to celebrate.

Some offer shares in wholesale compan- 
ies, insuring thet purchasers an get articles’ 
wholesale if they buy a membership in the 
company. Others simply sell pots and pans or 
furniture and appliances which are not deliv- 
ered at the time of purchase and which later 
prove to be much inferior in quality to the 
articles described by the salesmon. 

Before buying from one of these artists, 
it is strongly recommended householders view 
the sales approach with caution and better 
still the best course would be to deal in your 
own home town where you know merchants 
and where service is obtainable on the goods 
purchased, 

Your local supplier or contractor can't 
afford to be dishonest, Besides seeing that 
-you get good materials, fair prices and the 
job done to your satisfaction, he has many 
other services to offer that are o real benefit 
fo their customers, He is your neighbor, he 
poys local taxes, and he is interested in see- 
ing the community and district grow.

Indian lore, paddling a canoe, carving * 
and the ways of small creatures and 
birds. 

A group of young people would 
snowshoe in winter from Madoc to 
Moira Lake and arrive cold and 
numb. Henry would let us come into 
his one-room cabin where it was 
cozy and warm. He gave us food from 
his humble fare, maple syrup and 
soda biscuits, plain but satisfying, 
| (any food is to young appetites), then 
he would take an old violin down 
from a shelf and say, “Now I play 
| Bubbles”. This was a song popular at 
that time called, “I’m forever blowing 
Bubbles”. And we would all sing 
while Henry sawed away on his vio- 
lin. For an hour or so we would har- 
monize (7) with all the old favourite 
sOngS. 

He was the only person who stayed 
at the lake all year, and perhaps it 
was. because it was a lonely life that 
he made us/ feel welcome there, but I 
| choose to’ think it was his generous 
heart, Most people seeing a crowd of 
youngsters descending on them would 
‘have locked the door and pulled down 
the blinds. He would always give us 
some. small souvenir, like a pair of 
moccasins for a doll, or a miniature 
birch bark canoe. Once when I was 
ill he tramped to Madoc through the 
snow to bring me a fresh fish he had 
caught through the ice.
